Beatrice 
however might have *‘*‘skipped** in via tropo scatter, 275 miles, too 
close for Es. 


Such fringe stations mostly in KS & OK are the bane of my FM DXing, as 
they can fade in and out completely much like Es. Checking 
Radio-locator next, both have iHeart oonnexions, but neither directly 
owned, both with streaming via iHeart. It looks like KTGL is less 
iHearty, and I am leaning toward WEGX as the more likely.
